“ACT OF PLUNDER” 


Sir Anthony Eden, in a broadcast 
on. Wednesday night. roundly con- 
demned: the nationalisation of the 
Suez. Canal.Company as “an act of 
plunder” by President. Nasser. 
Referring to the volume of. oil 
supplies passing through the Canal, 
the Prime Minister declared: “ This. is 
a matter of life and death to us-all.” 

Colonel Nasser, Sir Anthony said, had 
promised not (o interfere with shipping 
through the Canal—-but .his record was 
that of a man who could not trusted. 

Sir Anthony. went on: How can we 
be sure that next time he has 4 quarrel 
with any country he won't interfere with 
that nation’s.ships.?.... How. can. we. be 
sure that the next time he is short of 
money hé will not raise the dues on all 
ships that pass through the Canal? If 
he is given the chance, of course he will. 

Referring to. the international Suez 
Conference, the Prime Minister said: 
* The Canal must be run efficiently and 
Kept open as it has always been in the 
past as a free and secure. international! 
waterway for the ships of all nations. 
It. must be run in the: interests not of 
one country but of all.

Particularly significant in the Prime 
Minister's broadcast statement last 
night was his failure to mention Israel 
or the Israeli-Arab dispute, an omis- 
sion regarded by diplomatic circles as 
illustrating further the British Govern- 
ment’s determination to keep this issue 
apart from the Suez dispute. 


The Egyptian blockade of Israel will 
almost certainly. be referred to at the 
London conference if only to. illustrate 
the uselessness of submitting the issue to 
the United Nations. While British spokes- 
men are unwilling to comm:t themselves 
in advance for fear of further antagonis- 
ing the Egyptians. it is the intention of 
Britain and France to press at the forth- 
coming London conference for free 
passage for shipping—-which means 
that the blockade of Israeli <hippsng will 
undoubtedly be an imporiant .ssue.

-————s American Rabbis’ Report on Russia 


MANY UNUSED 
SYNAGOGUES 


A Dismal Future 


New YorK 

“The — anti-religious campaign 
launched by the Communists in the 
Soviet Union almost 40 years ago has 
been singularly successful,” according 
to Dr. Morris N. Kertzer, the Secre- 
ary of the New York Board of Rabbis, 
who headed the Board’s delegation 
which visited Russia. 

“In the Soviet battle for the souls 
of the country’s youth. the Govern- 
ment has won, as might be expected, 
hands down,” he said here, ‘ Every 
young person with whom I spoke 
referred to himself casually as an 
utheist and insisted that none of. his 


contemporaries was a believer. I did 


not see a single Soviet Jew under the 
age Of 35 engaged in prayer at the 
dozen or so services | attended.” 

He said that on a walk in Leningrad a 
father told him his. experiences in 
religious education. The father said: 
“My son is 12 years old, almost barmitz- 
vah age. It burts me to think that a boy 
in my family, with centuries of scholarly 
traditions, does not. know an aleph from 
a beth. Recently 1 got hold of a Hebrew 
primer and sat down with him. After ten 
minutes of frustration, my child cried out. 
‘Leave me alone. papa, this does not mean 
a thing to me.. None of my friends has. 
to study: this stuff...” My wife supported 
the boy. She said: ‘What is the use, 
Joseph. It will be of no use to him.’ My 
heart is broken.” 


| Congregants Discouraged 


There are many more. unused churches 
and synagogues in Moscow and Leningrad 
than occupied. ones, said Dr. Kertzer. 
 Prayer-books -are very scarce. We 
pressed Government officials in charge of 
religious affairs about this. We suggested 
that,. since. publishing was under State 
control, the Government. was: obviously 


limiting . the opportunities for Jewish 
religious’ worship failing “to print 


prayer-books.”’ 


Whenever they. entered a synagogue for - 


services, added Dr. Kerizer, the officials 
discouraged congregants from. talking to 
the delegates. In Leningrad.” he ‘said 
“we were ushered into a vestibule before 
worship, and the door was. locked behind 
us, shutting out the. throng shouting 
questions. Even. Mrs. Jacob’ Grossman. 
the only woman jn our group and the wife 
of a rabbi, was ‘protected.’ As soon as 
she took her seat in the women’s gallery, 
she found at her side two wives of officials. 
who extolled the comforts of Russian life. 

The rabbis asked about the right of a 
group to perpetuate itsclf in the U.S.S.R., 
and to organise religion schools... Here, 
said: Rabbi Kertzer. Mr..Prychodko.. the 
non-Jewish member. of the Council of 
Cults. who has special supervision over 
soviet Jewish affairs, became rigid.” 
Che’ Soviet school system, he explained, 
brooks no competition. Obviously. the 
Stale has prior righis to the child-up to 
the age of 17.” 

He was asked: Could Hebrew be taught, 
so. that the prayers be made. intelligible? 
publicly.” he replied. ** Hebrew 
iS a language like any other, and there are 
State resources for teaching languages.” 

Dr. Kerizer then asked: ** Since religious 
education of children is not permitted, 


what about the right to make one’s faith

intelligible to adulis? Would the rabbi 
be permitted to announce at: the close of 
worship that those who: cannot read the 
prayers remain in-their seats for a lesson?’’ 

The reply was forthright. ‘* We cannot 
permit the character of a house of worship 
to be changed into that of an educational 
institution.” 

One of the most touchy aspects of the 
Soviet . Jewish problem, Dr. Kertzer 
believed, was the question of status. A 
Russian. Jew bore the Jabel “ Jew on 
all his documents, even on his graduation 
diploma. | 


Kosher Food Problem 


Kosher food, although technically not 
banned, is not easily available. The Soviet 
authorities said that under the Communist 
system of food distribution, the provision 
of fresh meat, required by the laws of 
kaShrut, is extremely difficult. 

The atheism exhibit at the famous 
Museum of Religion and Atheism in 
Leningrad is “* one of the cleverest pieces 
of propaganda I have ever seen,” said Dr. 
Kertzer. “ At first it appears to be little 


more than a collection of fine paintings’ 
art work. 


: But tt takes a strong mind 
to resist the insidious arguments arrayed 
against the church. Most visitors°are in 
their teens. They are shown, through the 
medium of art, that leaders of religion 
were corrupt, cruel, sensual, and opposed 
to reason, 

The visitors asked church leaders what 
their parishioners did about working on a 
Holy-day. Fortunatcly,”” they replied, 
‘Easter always falls on Sunday.” But 
Jews who refused to work on Yom Kippur, 
Dr. Kerizer was told, have ** drawn severe 
penalties.” 

Finally, Dr. Kertzer said: ‘* A. blanket 
of fear still envelopes these people. A 
rabbi, a saintly and rather unworldly 
schglar whom. we met, spent three years 
in gaol because two of his flock, still active 
in the synagogue, had testified that he 
had delivered an anti-Stalin sermon. I 
left the Soviet Union with the unhappy 
feeling that it was almost impossible, in 
this cunningly devised battle-ground,, for 
religious forces to withstand the assaults 
of godlessness. All the machinery of 
State, the educational institutions, the 
mass media, the arts and literature are 
arrayed against religion. So thoroughly 
have the spiritual forces been disarmed 
that there is little question as to the 
ulimate victory.’—Editor’s Syndicate, 
New York)

Those in favour of a union of the two. 


parties maintain that the only hope of a 
successful struggle against the Histadrut 
is for the Right-Wing parties to cease te 
compete for the middle-class vote and 
io unite and work together.

To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


recent Conference of 
Rabbis unanimously condemned the 
attempt of the Zionist Federation to 
establish day schools in this country.

Nevertheless, it is the 
only truly international organisation 
that we have and it would not 
have failed so frequently in the 
past (as, for example, in _ not 
enforcing: the Security. Council's 
request to Egypt.-to open the Suez 
Canal to Israeli shipping) if it had 
had the wholehearted support of 
the Great Powers. There is also a 
strong case for the Western Powers 
to reconsider the basis of their 
Middle Eastern policy.

SYNAGOGUE 
FINANCES 


“ THE reading of the Report may 
possibly bring into the minds of 
some members of the Council the 
feeling that we have only succeeded 
after all our labours in producing 
meagre results.” 
This is a conclusion stated at the 
end of the Report of the Ways and 
Means Committee, presented to the 
last meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue, from which no 


one perusing the document as: a 


whole jis likely to dissent. At 
frequent intervals the Honorary 
Officers of the United Synagogue 
lament the financial stringency with 
which they say it is-faced, and 
sometimes they even talk of a 
financial crisis. If there is an 
impending crisis, then this Report 
not. reveal it: and, more 
important, if there is a long-term 
problem, it throws very little new 
light. upon ways of meeting it. 

A similar committee was 
appointed in 1949, and the. first 
part of this year’s effort is devoted 
to a.reaffirmation of some of its 
recommendations. Additionally, it 
has been agreed that the income 
of certain funds be diverted to the 
General Purposes Account, instead 
of being accumulated as capital, 


- and that. the contribution of the 


Burial Society to the same -account 
be increased to £20,000. The 
Council agreed to the recommenda- 
tion that the fee for flowers at 
weddings should be increased, from 


five to ten guineas for members and. 


from ten to fifteen guineas for non- 
members. At the same time, how- 
ever, it decisively rejected the pro- 
posal that grants for choirs should 
be withdrawn from synagogues with 
a financial deficit. But nothing was 
said about the continuing accumu- 
lation of the considerable annual 
surplus. of the Funeral Expenses 
Rate Account, whose capital now 
stands at £174,000, and inquiry 
might have been directed to the 
actuarial principles on which this is 
being done. The 
duced by these minor adjustments 
has already been swallowed up by 
Salary increases awarded to syna- 
gogue staffs at the same meeting. 
It is idle to expect that the effects 
of inflation—and the requirements 
of expansion—will no longer be 
felt. 

What, then, of the future ? The

It functions over 
a wide area. It provides not only 
facilities for worship but important 
central communal institutions as

polis. There is a strange dissonance 
in the fact that while, year after 
year, the Jewish community. con- 
tributes large sums for important 
causes (not least those connected 
with Israel), the basic services pro- 
vided or helped by the United Syna- 
gogue remain the subject of anxious 
cheeseparing. Thus, while the 
London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education works on. a _ shoestring 
basis, the Zionist Federation, which 
has no over-all responsibility in this 
field, is in a position.to found day 
schools. 


The takkanot of old communities 
show that they were financed by 
various forms. of taxation. 
Obviously, a voluntary association 
like the United Synagogue cannot 
levy an income tax, although our 
Sephardi brethren still appear able 
to operate the system of finta, which 
to some degree involves an assess- 
ment of each member’s ‘ability to 
contribute. Yet one cannot but 
ponder whether Jewish 
life must continue to be financed 
solely by the renting of synagogue 
seats. The amount of a synagogue 
rental usually depends merely on 
the place where a congregant 
chooses to sit in synagogue, or on 
the demand for accommodation in 
a particular neighbourhood. _ This 
is not necessarily the right criterion 
by which to determine the financial 
support which a member gives not 
only to the local synagogue but 
also to the central services provided 
by the United Synagogue and to the 


cause of Jewish religious education. 


It may well appear that this is too 
narrow a basis on which to pay the 
salaries and provide the amenities 
which contemporary..- standards 
demand. It would certainly be too 
much to expect this system to be 
transformed overnight. Yet it 
would not be unreasonable to expect 
that, besides making temporary 
provision for more immediate 
requirements, the authorities of the 


United Synagogue should also take - 


cognisance of the need for bolder 
and more far-reaching financial 


measures, if their great institution 


is. to continue to. shoulder its 
historic responsibilities. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING 
Topay marks the centenary of. 


the birth of William Willett, the 
inventor of Daylight Saving, who 
deserves to be remembered among 
the true benefactors of mankind. 
He died in: 1915, just a year before 


the idea which he had ardently 


advocated was first put into opera- 
tion by the Daylight Saving Act of 
1916. For forty years now we have 
enjoyed. the extra hours of daylight 
which are bestowed by the device 
of Summer Time. It was.the First 
World War that induced the adop- 
tion of this felicitous measure, and 
such were its benefits that. the 
Second World War even led to the 
temporary introduction of Double 
Summer Time. the Jewish 
special significance 
attaches to the distinction ordained 
by the Creator of the universe 
between day and night, between 
light and darkness. Hence it is 
that each day begins with the 
preceding evening, and that Sab- 
baths and Holy-days are observed 
“from even unto even.” Astro- 
nomical data, dependent on_ the 
varying times of sunset and night- 
fall, must therefore be included in 
any Jewish calendar such as those 
which are provided by the Jewish 
Year Book and some’ others. For 
the past forty “years account has 
had to be taken of the incidence of 
Summer Time when Sabbaths and 
Holy-days have begun and termi- 
nated at a later hour by the clock. 
Through this change in human 
time-keeping, many of us must have 
been the more forcibly reminded 
of the undeviating majesty of the 
natural laws by which the Creator 
governs His universe. The 
heavens declare the glory of God, 
and the firmament showeth His 
handiwork. Day unto day poureth 
forth speech, and night unto night 
proclaimeth knowledge. There is 
no speech nor language; their 
voice cannot be heard. Yet their

earth, and their words to the end 
of the world.”

SUEZ: A PLEA FOR WISDOM 


Proposals For Solving Crisis

NCE again in the course of 
its chequered history — the 
Suez Canal is the focal 
point of world attention. There is 
tension, emotion, threats, and wild 
words, troops and naval forces are

interests of great maritime powers, 


especially Britain.

Communism and Nationalism in the 
Middle East, By WALTER Z. LAQUEUR.

Last winter, when the Communist 
States began to supply Egypt with 
arms, I asked the Egyptian Ambassa- 
dor. in London whether the improve- 
ment in Soviet-Egyptian relations 
would not increase the prestige and 
power of the Communist movement 
in Egypt. Communism could never 


anf real headway in Egypt,” 


answered the Ambassador, “ because 
the Communist Party, its philosophy, 
and concept of. living do not appeal to 
a Moslem country where ‘religion is 
basically inherent in our society.” 
This claim is often heard in Arab 
circles, and one of -the great merits 
of Mr. Laqueur’s book is to show how 
ill-founded it is. The “ Islamic society ” 
is Now in a State of disintegration, and 
its authoritarian character could facili- 
tate a rapid transition to Communist 
ideology. It is well known that tradi- 
tional Islamic autocracy rests on three 
pillars: bureaucracy, the army, and 
the religious hierarchy. Tt is sufficient 
to replace the theocratic element in 


order to pave the way to Communist 
government, 


Substitute for Religion 


When the Arab intellectuals cease 
to look upon their religion as a 
supreme guide, and try to discover a 
Substitute faith, then Marxism-Lenin- 
ism, and its crude simplifications and 
enchanting mirages, can easily satisfy 
their anti-Western emotions and fill 
their spiritual void. The fact that the 
Communist Parties in the Arab States 
have altogether only about 30,000- 
40,000 members does not mean that 
their influence is negligible, and their 
real and potential power is described 
by Mr. Laqueur with great insight and 
erudition, | 

In Israel, Communist power was 
always negligible, although _ their 
activities were often damaging to the 
State. Ever since they became active 
in 1919 they did their utmost to pre- 
vent the establishment of a Jewish 
State. They justified the 1929 riots 
(when Arab terrorists murdered 133 


Jews: and wounded about. 300) and 


stated: “ In a country like Palestine a 
revolutionary movement without 
pogroms is impossible.” Then in 1933, 
when great efforts were made to save 
German. Jewry, the Communists 
Started.a campaign in order to prevent 
the admission of Hitler’s victims into 
Palestine. 

Mr. Laqueur’s book shows conclu 
sively that the Arab States are not-— 
and are not likely to become-the 
allies of the West. nor. theif 
friendship be bought with economi¢ 


aid orepolitical appeasement.

Two August Centenaries 


By JOSEPH 


UGUST, 1956, marks the 
centenary of two important 
Jewish writers and pioneers 


of Jewish Socialist thought— 
Morris Wintchevsky and Aaron 
David Gordon. 

Wintchevsky, born near Kovno, 


went to London in 1879, little more 
than 21 years of age, and influenced 
by Aaron Lieberman, the “ father” of 
Jewish Socialism and of Socialist 
Zionism, who formed in London the 
first Jewish Socialist group, became the 
founder of the Yiddish Socialist press 
and literature. He started in London 
in 1884 the PomLisHeR YIDDEL, a copy 
of which was at the Tercentenary 
Exhibition. He was a considerable 
poet, the first Yiddish Proletarian 
poet; his poem “ Leicester Square” 
was a model for many of the later 


writers, including Morris Rosenfeld, 


His “ Yeti Or,” published in London 
in 1884, was the first work of Yuddish 
He lived in Lon- 
don fifteen years before he went on 
to New York. 
period he was one of the founders. of

A. D. Gordon was born in Podolia. 


His philosophy, that man should live 


close to nature, was derived largely 
from Tolstoy.

working the land and preaching his 
doctrine of labour. He. became the 
inspuration of the Chalutz and of the 
Jewish Labour movement -gencrally in 
Palestine. He wrote several works. 

He diced 
in 1921 in Dagania, where he had 
lived from the foundation of the 
settlement. . There is 4 memorial to 
him in Dagania, “ Gordon's House,” 
a Museum of Nature and Agricukure.

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THE SUEZ 
CRISIS 


NO-ONE will wish to underesti- 
mate what Mr. Nehru called the 
grave crisis which, confronts the: 
world as result. of President 
Nasser’s action in nationalising the 
Suez Canal Company. This new 
access of Egyptian power over the 
affairs of the Suez Canal has 
worried the maritime countries of 
the world and especially Great Bri- 
tain and France, who were the chief 
shareholders. The act of nationali- 
sation, carried out by the Egyptians 
without warning and without con- 
sultation with the concessionary 
company, was serious enough, but 
even worse was the realisation of 
the threat which. it carried with it 
that the Egyptians can now close. 
the Canal either to all shipping or 
to the ships.of any one nation if 
they choose to do so. In effect, it 
is thé realisation that is new, not 
the threat. itself. The Constanti- 
nople Convention. of 1888 obliged 
Egypt in law. to keep the Canal open, 
but she has disregarded this agree- 
ment for the past eight years so 
far as. Israeli shipping is concerned, . 
and any. possible military sanctions 
which might have been used against 


her at short notice to keep the Canal 
open were eflectively withdrawn in 


1954 when Great Britain agreed to 
the evacuation of the Canal Zone: 
Since President Nasser has stated 


that he abides. by the 1888 Conven- 
tion, the act of nationalisation by.

Clearly, this is a time for calm- 
ness and wisdom and not for ill- 
considered haste. Up to the present 
the Egyptians have given the 
Western Powers no case for war- 
like intervention. They have shown, 
however, as Mr. Hugh Schonfield 
points out in an article on. this 


page, that there is a strong case for 
the revision of the 1888 Convention. 


There is also much to be said for 
the view that the whole. problem 
should) be handed over to - the 
United Nations for settlement. The 
objection to this course is that the 
United Nations has _ frequently 
proved itself to be an_ inefficient 
organisation and is subject to all 
kinds of cross-currents and internal 
tensions. Nevertheless, it is the 
only truly international organisation 
that we have and it would not 
have failed so frequently in. the 
past (as, for example, in not 
enforcing the Security. Council's 
request to Egypt to open the Suez 


Canal to Israeli shipping) if it had 


had the wholehearted support of 
the Great Powers. There is also a 
strong case for the Western Powers 
to ‘reconsider the basis of their 
Middle Eastern policy. Perhaps 
now we. shall see more realistic 
thinking. Perhaps the Foreign 
Office will shed some of _ its 
traditional pro-Arab sentimentality 
and acquire a realistic appreciation 
of the potential value of Israel. 


This might throw Israel inescapably © 


into. the Western: camp. Since, 
however, she is already regarded by 
the U.S.S.R: and the Arabs as a 
protégé of the West, and since there 
appears. to be no immediate hope 
of her coming to terms with her 
neighbours or getting support from 
the U.S.S.R., it could do her no 
harm to be yet more firmly attached 


to the West, and. in this way she.

SYNAGOGUE 
FINANCES | 


“THE reading of the Report may 


possibly bring into the minds of 
some members of the Council the 
feeling that we have only succeeded 
after all our labours in producing 
comparatively meagre — results.” 
This is a conclusion stated at the 
end of the Report of the Ways and 
Means Committee, presented to the 
last meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue, from which no 


one perusing the document as a- 


whole jis likely to dissent. At 
frequent intervals the Honorary 
Officers of the United Synagogue 
lament the financial stringency with 


which they say it is~faced, and. 


sometimes they even talk of a 
financial crisis: If there is an 
impending crisis, then this Report 
does. not reveal it; and, more 


important, if there is a long-term | 
problem, it throws very little new. 


light upon ways of meeting it. 


similar committee was 
appointed in 1949, and the first 


part of this year’s effort is devoted 


to reaffirmation of some of its 
recommendations. Additionally, it 
has been agreed that the income 
of certain funds be diverted to the 
General Purposes Account, instead 
of being accumulated as capital, 
and that the contribution of the 
Burial Society to the same account 
be increased to £20,000. The 
Council agreed to the recommenda- 
tion that the fee for flowers at 
weddings should be increased, from 
five to ten guineas for members and 
from ten to fifteen guineas for non- 
members. At the same time, how- 
ever, it decisively rejected the pro- 
posal that grants for choirs should 
be withdrawn from synagogues with 
a financial deficit. But nothing was 


said about the continuing accumu- - 


lation of the considerable annual 
surplus of the Funeral Expenses 
Rate Account, whose capital now 
Stands at £174,000, and inquiry 
might have been directed to the 
actuarial principles on which this is 
being done. The revenue pro- 
duced. by these minor adjustments 
has already been swallowed up by 
Salary increases awarded to syna- 
gogue staffs at the same meeting. 
It is idle to expect that the effects 
of inflation—and the requirements 


of expansion—will no longer be 
felt. 


What, then; of the future ? The 
United. Synagogue is the nearest 


approach to a kehilla that this 


contribute. 


country knows. It functions over 
a wide area. It provides not only 
facilities for worship but important 


central communal institutions as 


well. It is the mainstay of Jewish 
religious education in the Metro- 
polis. There is a strange dissonance 
in the fact that while, year after 
year, the Jewish community con- 
tributes large sums for important 
causes (not least those connected 
with Israel), the basic services pro- 
vided or helped by the United Syna- 
gogue remain the subject of anxious 
cheeseparing. Thus, while the 


London Board of Jewish Religious 


Education works on a shoestring 
basis, the Zionist Federation, which 


has no over-all responsibility in this 


field, is in a position to found day 
schools. 


The takkanot of old communities 
show that they were financed by 
various forms. of taxation. 
Obviously, a voluntary association 
like the United Synagogue cannot 
levy an income tax, although our 
Sephardi brethren still appear able 
to operate the system of finta, which 
to some degree involves an assess- 
ment of each member's ‘ability to 
Yet one cannot but 
ponder whether Jewish religious 


life must continue to be financed. 


solely by the renting of synagogue 
seats. The amount of a synagogue 
rental usually depends merely on 
the place where a_ congregant 
chooses to sit in synagogue, or on 
the demand for accommodation in 
a particular neighbourhood. This 
is not necessarily the right criterion 
by which to determine the. financial 
support which a member gives not 
only to the’ local synagogue but 
also to the central services provided 
by the United Synagogue and to the 


cause of Jewish religious education. 


It may well appear that this. is too 


“narrow a basis on which to pay the 


salaries and provide the amenities 
which contemporary standards 
demand. It would certainly be too 


much to expect this system to be 


transformed overnight. Yet’ it 
would not be unreasonable to expect 
that, besides making temporary 
provision. for. immediate 
requirements, the authorities of the 


United Synagogue should also take 


cognisance of the need for bolder 
and more far-reaching financial 
measures, if their great institution 
is to continue to shoulder’ its 


_ historic responsibilities. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING 


Topay marks the centenary of 
the birth of William Willett, the 
inventor of Daylight Saving, who 
deserves to be remembered among 
the true benefactors of mankind. 


He died in 1915, just.a year before 
- the idea which he had ardently 


advocated was first put into opera- 
tion by the Daylight Saving Act of 
1916. For forty years. now we have 
enjoyed the extra hours of daylight 
which are bestowed by the device 
of Summer Time. It was the First 


World War that induced the adop- 


tion of this felicitous measure, and 
such were its: ‘benefits. that the 
Second World War even. led to the 
temporary introduction of Double 
Summer Time. In the Jewish 
calendar special’ significance 


attaches to the distinction ordained 


by the Creator of the universe 


between day and night, between. 


light and darkness. 


Hence it 1s 
that 


each day begins with the 


preceding evening, and that. Sab-. 


baths and Holy-days are observed 
“from even unto even... Astro- 
nomical data, dependent on_ the 
varying times of sunset and night- 
fall, must therefore be included in 
any Jewish calendar such as those 
which are. provided by the Jewish 
Year Book and some others. For 
the past forty “years account has 
had to be taken of the incidence of 
Summer Time when Sabbaths and 
Holy-days have begun and termi- 


nated at a later hour by the clock. 


Through this change in human 
time-keeping, many of us must have 
been the more forcibly reminded 
of the undeviating majesty of the 
natural laws by which the Creator 
governs His universe. 
heavens declare the glory of God, 
and the firmament showeth His 
handiwork. Day unto day poureth 
forth speech, and night unto night 
proclaimeth knowledge. There is 
no speech nor language; their 
voice cannot be heard. Yet their 
sound is gone out through all the 
earth, and their words to the end 
of the world.” The happy success 
of Willett’s plan is in splendid con- 
trast to the perverse proposals of 
certain later calendar-“ reformers ” 
which would destroy the traditional 
sanctities of religion.

Proposals For Solving Crisis

NCE agaip in the course of 
its chequered history the 
Suez Canal is the focal 
point of world attention. There is 
tension, emotion, threats, and wild 
words, troops and naval forces are 
on the move, because the unilateral 
action of the President of Egypt is 
seen to constitute a danger to the 
interests of great maritime powers, 
especially Britain. 
Someone has dared to twist the 
lion’s tail, and he roars ; though the 
king of beasts had hardly growled

Constructive Thinking Needed 


The situation is grave; but it also 


affords a great opportunity for the 
remedying of wrongs if handled 
wisely.

Lesseps 
when he created the Canal to bring 
East and West closer. tegether. ; 
This is a time for quiet and con- 
structive thinking, where a 
advantage is to be gained not by 
violent partisanship but by an honest 


and honourable endeavour to promote . 


a settlement which is fair to all con- 
cerned. ‘The facts are clear that the 
Suez Canal Convention of 1888 has 
long been obsolete and wholly ineffec- 
tive in time of war. The Canal was 
mined and bombed from the air in the 
Second World War, and would no 
doubt have been blocked completely 
had necessity demanded it. The Suez 
Canal Company's Concession was 1h 
any case due to expire in 12 years’ 
time.

INFLUENCE OF COMMUNISM 
Policy in Middle East 


- Communism and Nationalism in the 
Middle East. By WALTER Z. LAQUEUR. 
32s.

Last winter, when the Communist 
States began to supply Egypt with 
arms, I asked the Egyptian Ambassa- 
dor in London whether the improve- 
ment in. Soviet-Egyptian relations 
would not increase the prestige and 


power of the Communist movement 


in Egypt. “Communism could never 
make anf real headway in Egypt,” 
answered the Ambassador, “ because 
the Communist Party, its philosophy, 
and concept of living do not appeal to 
a Moslem. country where ‘religion is 
basically inherent in our. society.” 
This claim is often heard in Arab 
circles, and one of the-great merits 
of Mr. Laqueur’s book is to show. how 
ill-founded it is. The “ Islamic society ” 
is now in a State of disintegration, and 
its authoritarian character could facili- 
tate a rapid transition to Communist 
ideology. It is well known that tradi- 
tional Islamic autocracy rests on three 
pillars: bureaucracy, the army, and 
the religious hierarchy. It is sufficient 
to replace the theocratic element in 


order to pave the way to Communist 


government, 
Substitute for Religion 


When the Arab intellectuals cease 
to look upon their religion as a 
supreme guide, and try to discover a 
substitute faith, then Marxism-Lenin- 
ism, and its crude simplifications and 
enchanting mirages, can easily satisfy 
their anti-Western emotions and fill 
their spiritual void. The fact that the

British Pioneers’ Influence 


Kiar Blum is a kibbutz bearing 
very strongly -the influence of the 
pioneers from England who. came.here 
to a bare expanse ten. years before. 


It is an island of well-ordered peace. 


Our London friends were there to wel- 
come us, They had a meal ready and 
had prepared for us some very com- 
fortable 


with its own shower and four beds, 


which was a luxury we rarely achieved 
during our European tour. Further- 
more, the childrens quarters were 
amply equipped and our sons had a 
tricycle each for the whole of our 
stay. The result was blissful family 
harmony for two days. 

Several of the English chaverim at 
Kfar Blum have beén in Britain 
recently, hurrying from Great Russell 
Street to the provinces with their brief- 
cases containing notes for lectures on 
subjects like “The History of . the 
Second Aliya.” Here they . seemed 
closer to their environment, and much 
more at ease as they greased their 
tractors or worked im the vineyards.

UGUST, 1956, marks the 
centenary of two important 
Jewish writers and pioneers 


of Jewish Socialist thought— 
Morris Wintchevsky and Aaron 


David Gordon. 

Wintchevsky, born near Kovno, 
wemt to London in 1879, little more 
than 21 years of age, and influenced 
by Aaron Lieberman, the “ father” of 
Jewish Socialism and of Socialist 
Zionism, who formed in London the 
first Jewish Socialist group, became the 
founder of the Yiddish Socialist press 
and literature. He started in London 
in 1884 the PomLisHEeR YIDDEL, a copy 
of which was at the Tercentenary 
Exhibition. He was a considerabic 
poet, the first Yiddish Proletarnan 
poet; his poem “ Leicester Square ” 
was a model for many of the later 
writers, including Morris Rosenfeld. 
His “ Yem Or,” published in London 
in 1884, was the first work of Yiddish 
Socialist literature. He lived in Lon- 
don fifteén years before he went on 
to New York. Daring his London 
period he was one of the founders of

the Berner Street Club and of the 
Yiddish Labour paper, the Arprrer 
FREINT. 

A. D. Gordon was born in Podolia. 
His philosophy, that man should live 
close to nature, was derived largely 
from Tolstoy. . He was nearly fifty 
years of age before he went to live 
in Palestine to apply his theories. 
working the land and preaching his 
doctrine of labour. He became the 
inspiration of the Chalutz and of the 
Jewish Labour movement generally in 
Palestine. He wrote several works. 
setting out his philosophy. He died 
in 1921 in Dagania. where he had 
lived from the foundation of the 
settlemem. . There is a memorial to 
him in Dagania, “ Gordon's House,” 
a Museum of Nature and Agricukure. 
“The most strange and wonderful 
figure in our Kvutza.” David Baraiz 
calls him in his book “ The Story of 
Dagana.”

Statistics for Ritual 
Observances

The results of a statistical survey 
of religious trends in the local Jewish 
community, which was undertaken 
earlier this year, have been placed 
before the Sheffield. Jewish Repre- 
sentative Council.. 


One of the conclusions drawn from this 
survey, and the survey conducted recently 
in Liverpool, was that the community is 
decreasing because of a declining birth- 
rate: for, out of 523 households re ply- 
ing to the questionnaire (in Sheffield and 
Liverpool), the number of childrén is 431. 

Other resulis for Sheffield show that 
90 per cent light candles’ on Friday 
only.

A Remarkable ‘ 


By.. D. L. 


EINE widow 
does not accept alms !’ 
Drawing herself up to her 

full height of about four-and-a-half 
feet, the speaker declined an offer 
of financial assistance from a rela- 
tive who was in a_ position to 
help her. 

At her husband's death she found 
herself without means, and with 
seven children, ranging in age from 
a boy of thirteen (my father) to a 


baby of eighteen months. My 
grandmother, Adelheid, born in 


1810, was 38 at the time. Her only 
asset was an inflexible determina- 
tion to Support her family unaided, 
by the work of her hands alone. 


My ‘grandfather had three names, ’ 


Heine Wulff Adler, but his. widow. in 
her proud. declaration, which. was 
always remembered in. our family, 
omitted the surname. She had prob- 
ably forgotten it for the moment, for 
it-WaS a recent acquisition. Her hus- 
band died mn 1850, and not bong before 
that the Senate of Liibeck had issued 
a decree that all Jews. within’ their 
jurisdiction must henceforth take a 
family name, to be passed on from 
one generation to another. Heine 
Wulff chose the name Adler, which 
was also the surname of a rabbi for 
whom he had a great admiration. 


Well-Established Community 


lhe control exercised by the Hansa 
city of Liibeck over the ghetto where 
my .gfandparents. lived dated from 
1806. The community was well estab- 
lished. consisting of about 70 families 
with their own Synagogue and school.

Antisemitism is gaining ground in France and arousing increased 
concern in Western Germany, the European Office of the American Jewish 
Committee has stated here after completion of a survey of antisemitism 
in 12 West European countries. The survey was based on the opinions 
of Jewish community leaders throughout Europe, and on first-hand reports 


from the organisation's own officials. 


It is said that the electoral campaign and subsequent success of the 
Poujade Movement at the French polls last January had given definite 


impetus. to antisemitism France.

U.S.A. IMMIGRATION RESTRICTIONS 
Proposal Rejected by Congress |

W ASHINGTON 
Last-minute efforts to secure basic 
reforms: in. the  McCarran-Walter 
Immigration Act failed in the House 


_of Representatives recently after the 


reforms had been agreed to by the 
Senate just before Congress adjourned. 


A thirteen-point programme of changes . 


in the immigration. laws tad been 
prepared and had the support of both 
parties aS well as the Eisenhower 
Administration. 

Congressman Francis Walter,  co- 
author of the McCarran-Walter Act, 
strongly opposed the reforms which, he 
said, were designed to emasculate the 
present immigration system. it 


believed that immigration will be an issue 


in the Presidential election campaign. 
An Appropriation Bill containing an 
amendment which designates the use of 


$3,500,000 for educational, scientific, and 


cultural purposes in Israel during the year 
ending June 30, 1957, was approved. by 
Congress. This amount has accumulated 
in Israel from the sale of American books 
and periodicals, 

A Bill dealing with humane methods 
of slaughter, which was passed by the 
Senate, makes specific 
Shechita. It provides for no compulsory 
changes in slaughtering methods but calls 
for the establishment of an advisory com- 
mitee which would report back to the 
Senate on its findings in two years. At 
the request of Senator Humphrey, the 
committee must include an authority on 
Shechita, probably a rabbi. 

The Senate has also passed a resolution 
expressing opposition to the conclusion 
of any agreements between the United 
States and other countries which contain 
distinctions directed against U.S.A. 
citizens" because of their individual 
religious affiliations.
